Storm’s Victim Was in Church Vesti-

During the severe storm Sunday morn- 


ing lightning struck Mrs. Frank Neller of 
1312 Dillon street, and though the jewelry 
at her neck and upon her fingers was melit- 
ed she was not fatally hurt. 


Mrs Neller was visiting relatives at Cof- 


Ill. Her husband who is chef at 
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Specht's Grill Room, on Fourth street, went 
over Sunday morning to join her. 

Mrs. Neller, with her baby, met her hus- 
band at the train. The sturm came up 
while they were walking to the house where 
Mrs. Neller is visiting. Rain began to fall 
and the party stepped into a church for 
shelter. ‘ 

Scarcely had they entered the church 
when the epire of the edifice was struck 
by lightning. 

The fluld ran down the spire into the 
church and Mrs. Neller fell to the floor. 
Mr. Neller, who was carrying the baby, 
stood close behind his wife. The shock 
dazed him slightly, and several others were 
stunned : 

At first it was thought that Mrs. Neller 
was dead, but after physicians had worked 
over her for an hour she was restored to 
consciousness, and it Is believed she will re- 
cover. d 

Around her neck Mrs. Neller wore a gold 
watch chain. The lightning melted the links 
intoa oe ge mass. 

Four gold rings on the fingers of her left 
hand were melted. The metal ran together 
and formed one piece when it cooled.

It was worth as much as 
if it had been a $1000 United States bili. 

Three days passed before its owner real- 
ized that, instead of placing it in his safe 
deposit box, as he had intended, he had 
carelessly thrown it aside as if it had 
been a piece of blank and useless paper. 

Activity, brains and caution are the A B 
Cs of success in business, but if one can 
believe the records kept by the safe deposit 
companies the last of the three is a dead 
one. The way people leave things lying 
around loose in a safe deposit ‘coupon 
room,”’ as it is called, would give the im- 
pression that they have treasure to lose. 
But, perhaps, it is only the feeling of se- 
curity one has when in a double and triple 
steel-barred room, alone with his money 
and other treasure, that he feels that he 
can afford the luxury of being careless. 


Queer Finds 
Are Very Often Made. 

However that may be, officers in the safe 
deposit companies make queer finds in the 
coupon rooms after the customer has gone 
s way, sure that everything is safely locked 
up.

Women sometimes 
have a faculty for mislaying valuables 
whioh they think they have put away most 
carefully from alien hanas.

Everything Found 

Is Carefully Recorded. 

“Kverything so found is recorded in a 
‘register designed for the purpose. Every 
fact connected with the article, no matter 
how trivial, is entered. When a customer 
misses something of value from his box 
the next time he opens it he generally finds 
that we have it in our ‘found’ vault, and 
when he has proved his title to it he re- 
ceives it. It is a strange phase of human 
fallibility that customers make the same 
error repeatedly, 

“Not long ago the custodian of our cou- 
pon rooms found eight newly bought lot- 
tery tickets of the Honduras Company. 
They were all half tickets and stood to 
win a large sum of money if their num- 
bers were drawn. We-held them for sev- 
eral days, when a wild-eyed man came in 
and said that he had lost a lot of lottery 
tickets, two of whiagh had drawn big 
yrizes. He was cursing his carelessness 
je had thought that they were safely 
locked in his box, but when he had gone 
to get them to collect on them were gone. 
He supposed he had pulled them out of 
his pocket with other papers and they 
were lost. 

“T opined that he had made a memoran- 
dum of the numbers. O, yes, he had done 
that, certainly. He pulled out a note book 
and read them off and I pulled out the 
tickets and handed them to him. 

Pawn Tickets 

Are Hard to Return. 

“The number of pawn tickets we find 
is astonishing and they are not always 
as easy to return to the proper owners 
as one would suppose, for the reason that 
they have been made out under fictitious 
names. 

“One day the wife of a rich wholesale 
grocer came in to leave some property in 
her deposit box. She was to leave for the 
East that night to sail for Europe. When 
she had gone our man found in iae room 
she had occupied $1000 worth of antique 
jewelry and heirlooms. 

“Among the things we have found have

TO CLEAN WALL PAPER. 


Here are several ways by which wall 
paper can be cleaned so that it looks almost 
as good as new. The knowledge may be of 
use to housekeepers. 

One way is an old one, but as it fs satis- 
factory we give it with the rest. Take a 
loaf of bread, stale, but not too hard, and 
cut off one crust; then, taking it tn one 
hand, rub the paper gently with the exposed 
surface. When the bread looks solled, cut 
off a very thin slice and proceed with the 
work. It is best to rub down on the paper, 
and clean each piece thoroughly before 
leaving it. 

Another way is to take a loaf of bread, 
and, after removing the crust, soak it in 
cloudy household ammonia. It must be so 
wet that one can work it in the hands into 
a ball. Rub the paper lightly with ft. and 
as the ball becomes soiled on the outside, 
knead it until a clean surface is exposed. 
This will remove the dirt and smoke and 
freshen up the paper wonderfully. 
Another plan is to make a soft dough of 
coarse brown flour mixed with water. It 
should be stiff enough to handle easily. The 
paper can be rubbed with it, as {fn the 
former method.

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MURDER MYSTERY 


Parmer Riley's Wife and Son- 
in-Law Under Arrest. 


IN PRISON AT MURPHYSBORO 


LETTERS WHICH SEEM TO POINT 
TO CONSPIRACY.

Cowger, Accused of Being an Access- 
ory, May Be Able to Establish an 
Alibi When His Case Comes 
to Trial.

MURPHYSBORO, Ill., Aug. 11.—W. W. 
Vowger, son-in-law of William H. Riley, 
who was murdered at midnight last Thurs- 
day at his home, south of Murphysboro, is 
@ prisoner in the Jackson County jail, in 
this city, charged with being an accessory 
before the fact to the murder. 

Cowger is 26 years old and works for the 
illinois Central at Springfield, III. 

Mrs. Ella Riley, wife of the murdered 
man, who was charged by the coroner's 
jury with committing the crime, declares 
that her frequent letters to him and his 
replies were read by her husband. 

The tone of the correspondence betweeen 
Mrs. Riley and Cowger, a part of which is 
in possession of the coroner, led to the be- 
Nef that an undue intimacy existed be- 
tween the mother-in-law and son-in-law. 
This intimacy would furnish a motive for 
the murder of Riley. 

Mrs. Riley is 46 years oid, and has chil- 
dren from 7 to 15 years of age. Her oldest 
daughter, who was Coweger's wife, died last 
October, and since her death Cowger’s 5- 
year-old son, Carl, has lived with his 
grandparents. 

“The little boy was the main reason for 
our frequent letters,’’ declared Mrs. Riley 
tc the Post-Dispatch. 

“Mr. Cowger was a son to my husband and 
myself, and we were both anxious to keep 
him from becoming dissipated. We feared 
that there was danger of this. As he had 
heen very despondent since his wife's death. 
Three weeks ago Cowger visited at our 
home, staying two days. He was on the 
most cordial terms with both my husband 
and myself and all in the house looked upon 
him as one of the family. 

“Since he returned to Springfield I wrote 
io him — if he coulr do as well in 
this way as by working for the railroad 
pompany, and we hoped that by being near 
ted little boy he would be kept from drink- 
ng. 

Mrs. Riley explains an extract from Cow- 
gers lietter'in which he wrote, “I don't 
see how I can do what you propose’ hy 
saying it related to the request that he 
come to assist in the farm work. The 
coroners jury took the view that this and 
other passages in Cowger’s letter to his 
nyvother-in-law indicated conspiracy. 

, Phere has been no attempt to show that 
Cowger was elsewhere than in Springfield 
at the time of the murder. Sheriff Rogers 
of Jackson or ogy 9 says that it would have 
been impossible for him to have been at 
the Riley home or in the neighborhood at 
the time of the song 3 

Cowger says that the news of the killing 
first came to him in a telegram from Mrs. 
Riley, which he received Friday morning at 
Springfield. The message stated merely 
that Mr. Riley had been shot, though he 
was dead at the time it was sent. He came 
to Murphysboro Saturday but was not ar- 
rested ntil last evening. 

“I very often got letters from my mother- 
in-law,’ said Cowger, ‘‘but they were writ- 
ten merely out of friendship. I have de- 
stroyed them all. She wrote me lately about 
coming down to help with the farmwork, 
but I had not decided to do so. 

“T was on the friendliest terms with Ri- 
ley. as weil as with his wife, and the 
charge that there was anything more than 
a friendly feeling between myself and Mrs. 
Riley was without foundation.” 

“lL woke up in the night, saw a man en- 
tering, heard a shot and saw the man run- 
ning away,’ {s Mrs. Riley's story of the 
murder. She has not altered in this re- 
spect the statement which she made be- 
fore the coroner's jury. 

Iwo shotguns and a revolver were in the 
house. Mrs. Riley says she had shot at a 
hawk with one of the guns a few days be- 
fore, thus explaining the fact that one of 
the barrels show recent use. Riley's 
wound was inflicted with a shotgun. 

The Rilevs had lived in Jackson County 
for two yvears. Thev rented the farm of 
Rk. CC, Solomon and were fairly prosperous. 
Riley was five years older than his wife. 
The case will be taken by the grand- 
jurv, which convenes Sept. 8. 


POLICE CALL SUICIDE BLUFF 


Quarreling Couple Held at Hospital on 
Charge of Attempting 
Suicide. 


R. A. Wendricks of 929 North Broadway 
and his wife, Jennie, are held at the City 
Hospital for observation, upon the order 
Of the police, who say the couple were 
about to end their lives when they were 


arrested at Franklin avenue and the levee 
Sunday morning. 

Patrolman James Dockery of the Fourth 
district said he saw the couple quarreling 
near the foot of Franklin avenue, and that 
Hendricks was flourishing a revolver and 
threatening to kill himself and his wife. 

Her@ricks and his wife both deny that 
they contemplated such action. Hendricks 
Says that he left home to go to his work 
at the Union Cold Storage and Refriger- 
ating plant, and that Mrs. Hendricks fol- 
lowed him and objected to permitting him 
to drink.

The difference between Gates and Varro 
today is two pounds, in favor of the former, 
but considering their last race, when Gates 
carried three pounds more, this should not 
bring them together. Varro then _ beat 
Gates 16 lengths and it would not be rea- 
sonable to expect that in a period of five 
days Gates would show such improvement 
as to reverse these figures today.

BOY CONFESSED TO POLICE 


SAYS PARENT THREATENED TO 
BEAT HIM UNLESS HE STOLE.

Old Man, the Boy Declares, Would 
Hoist Him Up to Transoms and 
Then Watch While Lad Got 
Plunder. 


Alexander Nichlo, bent‘ with the 60-odd 
years that have dimmed his eye and whit- 
ened his hair, and his son, Philip Nichlo, 
small for his 14 years, barefooted and 


tanned, with inocent blue eyes and a lisp- 
ing speech, are in the tolls of the police. 
The father is a prisoner at the Angelica 
street police station and the boy is a Four 
Courts prisoner. 

The police say that father and son have 
committed numerous burglaries in North 
St. Louis and they are jointly charged in 
two warrants issued Monday with burglary 
and larceny. 

Alexander Nichlo lives apart from his 
wife, and has for more than a year. He 
lives in a single room at Florissant anda 
Bellefontaine avenues. Young Philip Nichlo 
lives with his mother at 4300 Fair avenue. 

The old man denies all knowledge of 
any robbery. The boy, under the sweatlig 
process of the North St. Louis police and 
Chief Desmond has confessed and revealed 
the plans and operations. 

“T never stole anything only when my 
father made me,”’ the lad said. 

“He came to my home and told me he 
wanted me to go with him. He told me not 
to tell my mother what we did or where 
we went or he would whip me. 

“It was away last winter the first time 
we went anywhere to steal. He hoisted 
me to a transom and wanted me to creep 
over and steal some money that he knew all 
about. When I got up to the transom I got 
scared and commenced to cry. He made 
me come down. Then he told me to stand 
and watch for the police, and he went in 
and got $100. He gave me a little of the 
money. 


“STOLE A WHOLE LOT.” 

*“‘We went to other places after that and 
some times I would go in and get the stuff 
while he was watching to see that the po- 
lice did not come. I don’t know many places 
we did go t@ but it was a whole lot. 

“I never did want to go with him and 
steal, but he told me I had to or he would 
beat: me.’”’ 

The first case referred to by the boy was 
the robbery of the residence of William 
Wildison, at 6374 Newstead avenue. This 
was an the night of Dec. 7 last. One hun- 
drei dollars was stolen from the hcuse. 
Wildison !s a dairyman and Nichle, it is 
said, knew where the money was kept. He 
and the boy are charged with burglary and 
larceny in a Warrant sworn out by Wildi- 
son. 

Another warrant was sworn out by 
Adolph Noltkamp. Noltkamp is a store 
keener, at 2348 Pope avenue. Nichle stay- 
ed around this store, it is said, until he 
learned where ‘Noltkamp kept his money— 
in a@ jar in the back room of the store. 
On Feb. 14, Nichle, it is said, lifted his 
son to a window that he had forced open 
and the boy was directed where to go and 
get the money.
